& EARS, regarding floral arrangements 
they have received.

The Group Insurance Department is 
responsible for sending a floral arrange- 
ment to all hospitalized employees (hav- 
ing been a patientin a hospital for at least 
3 days), the family at the death of an 
employee, and upon a death in the 
employee’s immediate family. 

If you are hospitalized or have a death 
in your family, it is up to either your 
department or yourself to call Group 
Insurance at 824-4731 and notify them 
of the exact circumstances. We say 
“yourself” because sometimes you may 
be out on sick leave and have to enter the 
hospital, and your supervisor wouldn’t 
know about it until you returned to work! 

And finally, it should be pointed out 
that Walt Disney World recognizes your 
immediate family as spouse, father, 
mother or child.
